SESSION. 


“Don’t put away your umbrellas 
and overshoes. There will be rain 
in May over most parts of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

That is the ultimatum issued for 
May by the League of Planets which 
has been formed out in space. 

We are the mandatories of the 
league—we human beings with crops 
to protect, floods to control and base 
ball games to attend. 

An important meeting of the 
League of Planets is set for May 10. 
Jupiter, Saturn, Mars, Venus, Uran- 
us and the Earth will issue their 
electro-magnetic commands to the 
Sun. Storms, quakes and_ volcanic 
eruptions on Earth will result. 

The sunspots created on May 10 
will be huge and powerful. They 
will be strong enough to overcome 
the fact that winter. has departed. 
They will cause the birth of a storm 
off Vancouver that will probably be 
felt southward along the Pacific 
coast, Its main track will cross the 
country to the lake states and the 
east.

at latter organization volunteer- 
ed to pay one-half‘ of. the nurses, gal- 
aries during the epidemic _ which 
would be pro rated and paid to the’ in- 
dividuals: that had been under ‘the 
care of the emergency nurses. This 
auditing of accounts took considera- 
‘ble time and it was not until some- 
time in March that the bills came’ be- 
fore’ the ‘executive committee of the 

Red Cross. 

The total amount of th nurses’ 
salaries amounted to $2,466.88 of 
which ‘amount the County chapter 
.paid one-half or $1,233.44. 

Payment of same was authorized 
at the: meetings held Nov. 22nd ‘and 
March 14 and ‘the’‘following days 
checks covering the amounts: were 
‘drawn. -$1,053.94. was paid to ‘the 
elerk of the Vilage of Grayling; 
$54.50 to’ the clerk of Lovells town- 
ship and: $125.00 to the clerk of 
Frederic township. 

Unless these funds have been paid 
out to the individuals that are enti- 
tled to rebate, they are still in ‘the 
hands of ‘the municipal authorities 


-fand.no doubt will soon be distributed 


according to the idea intended by the 
Red Cross. Municipal bodies are not 
always able to act promptly on some 
of the matters that come before them. 
Often times matters have to be held 
up pending a meeting of the govern- 
ing body, and some times other rea- 
sons enter in that necessitate delay 
That every one entitled to refund in 
the matter herein mentioned will be 
justly paid in due time, there is no 
doubt and it may’ necessitate delay 
that may be unpleasant but we can 
only be patient and the money will 
come at some time. 

The principal purpose of this ex- 
planation is to let the public know 
that the Crawford County Red Cross 
chapter has done its part and did it 
promptly and no criticism, if there is 
to be any, should be made against it. 
It has always resulted that whenever 
there has been any complaint against 
the Red Cross and investigation has 
been made it is found that there is 
no cause for complaint. This has 
been true in the past and the future 
affairs of that organization will con- 
tinue to be just as clean and straight 
‘forward as they have been before.

Clean Up‘by Cutting Off Brush, BSriare 
and Weeds—Reseeding Bare 
Spots is Favored. .

Spring Is the desirable time of year 
for the improvement of pastures, 
Large areas of permanent pasture 
would respond to proper methods of 
improvement which might include the 
following: : 

Keep the pastures clean by cutting 
off brush, briars and weeds. Large 
stumps, stones and dead trees should 
also be removed. 

Those areas used for pasture that 
would permit harrowing and disking 
at the time of reseeding, applying 
lime, fertilizers and manure, etc., may 
be greatly benefited. In some sections 
terracing may be practiced with satis- 
factory results, 

The application of Ime, actd phos- 
phate and manure can always be re- 
Hed upon in most sections as a means 
of adding the necessary increased fer- 
tility. 


Reseeding, particularly in bare 
spots, is to be recommended. White 
and Japan clover, bermuda, herds 


grass, carpet grass and blue grass io 
favored sections are commonly used. 
As a rule reseeded pastures should be 
lightly grazed the first year. At all 
times it is advisahle to keep the cattle 
off the grass ip the spring until well

DAIRY COW IS ECONOMICAL 


Utilizes Coarse Materials, Inedible to 
Humans, and Turns Them Into 
Food Material. 

Two facts stand out prominently ae 
rexsons for the Increased production 
and use of milk. The first is that 
mitk as purchased on the market 
usually supplies food materia! together 
with the growth-produting elements 
more economically than either meat 
or eggs. The second reason is that 
the dairy cow is the most economical 
vroeducer of animal food. One great 
law of food conservation fs to turp 
inedible feeds into edihle foods it 
the cheapest possible manner. The 
dairy cow will utilize coarse mate 
rials, inedihle ta humans—such as 
grass, corpstalks and hay~—and will 
turn them into miJk. Other farm ani 
mals also are converters of coarse 
rovgbage into edible foods, but are 

not so efficient as the dairy cow.
